S.(>. 1641(E).—Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh were declared as disturbed areas under the 
Armfed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 w.e.f. 17-9-1991 vide this Ministry's Notification referred to above, as, in the 
opinion of tjie Central Government, the said districts were in such a disturbed and dangerous condition that the use. of 
arm eld forced in aid of civil power was necessary. 


2. S upreme Court of India vi de their judgement dated 27 th November, 1997 in Writ Petition (Criminal) No. 5 50 of 
1982 directed inter aha that declaration of ‘disturbed areas' imder the aforesaid Act should be reviewed periodically. 
Accordingly) the declaration of Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh as ‘disturbed areas’ was last reviewed 
m March, 2006 and tenure of declaration of these two districts of Arunachal Pradesh as ‘disturbed areas' was extended upto 
10th September, 2006. 


3 A further review of the law and order situation in these two districts has since been undert^kea The insurgency 
related scenajno in these districts of Arunachal Pradesh remains unchanged. While National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
(lssae/Movi^h), National Socialist Council of Nagaland (KJhaplang), and United Liberation Front of Assam continue to 
indulge in extortion and acts of violence in the villages of Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh, the Inter 

i 

Group rivalry between the two factions of N ational Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) further vitjate the law and order 
situation in tfiese two districts. These Under Ground outfits also use these two districts as transit route for transshipment 
of arms and ammunitions procured from other Countries to neighbouring States of Assam and Nagaland. 

4. i'he Central Government is, therefore, of the opinion that the situation in Tirap and Changlang districts is 
disturbed an| the conditions exists for the use of the Armed Forces i n aid of civil power. It has therefore, been decided that 
the Notification dated 17th September, 1991 of this Ministry mentioned above, will remain m force upto 31st March, 2007 
unless withdrawn earlier
